Part 1 1 : the applicant argues in pages 3-4 that the cited reference by Jaber does not disclose the shuffling process as part of a butterfly 
stage as cited in the claimed invention. The examiner respectfully submits that current claim language of claim 47 does not clearly state 
the shuffling process as part of a butterfly stage. Even thought the shuffling process is part of the butterfly stage, but it does not clearly 
define or limit the structure of the butterfly stage. Expressively, the cited reference discloses a shuffling process within butterfly stage 
which including the pre-processing step. 
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
